Mr. Joyce has developed into a 
local historian of note, 
having 
devoted the past three years to 
the gathering and

of facts regarding the activities 
of the county’s first citizens. He 
is the author of 
“R em iniscen­ 
ces,” appearing in the Daily R e­ 
publican frequently. 
Mr. Joyce was introduced 
by 
A. G. Haydon, who was in charge 
of the program . 
The speaker traced the history 
of the county from the tim e the 
section w hich is now Rush coun­ 
ty was a pa rt of 
the territory 
com prising W ayne, Franklin and 
several 
other counties in this 
pa rt of Indiana. He recalled tha t 
Rush county cam e into 
being 
following 
the 
treaty 
of 
St. 
M ary’s, m ade w ith the Indians, 
ii 1819, and briefly related 
the 
prom inent pa rt w hich W illiam 
B. Laughlin played in the

m ation of the county, and how 
he caused it to be n^m ed Rush 
from his friend and teacher, Dr.

M osher, “a fter years of study 
has changed and will continue 
to change. A djusting every year 
of school to 
the 
child 
m eans 
g reater power. 
T here 
are 
as 
m any different personalities as 
there are children and as m any 
stages of native capability. To­ 
day we do not ask a boy to ab­ 
sorb m ore tha n he has power 
to, and thu s we avoid the 
con­ 
flict and the rebellion bred

the old system .

If the housewife had to de­ 
pend on her own judgment in 
securing pure and impure food 
she wofcld have little time to do 
anything but to make food tests. 
Fortunately we may be 
fairly 
sure tha t foods bought at relia­ 
ble stores, or at any stores in un­ 
broken packages bearing 
the 
names of well known concerns, 
are pure 
and 
unadulterated. 
Still there are certain food tests 
that are interesting to 
know 
about. 
The difference in taste 
Be­ 
tween oloemargarine and butter 
is not a sufficient test for some 
persons. But butter and margar­ 
ine behave and smell quite dif­ 
ferently when a little of eithei 
is placed in a large spoon and 
held over a flame. Butter bubbles 
and burns while margarine boils 
more gently. 
The knitting needle test 
is 
said to be reliable in 
telling 
whether milk has been adulter­ 
ated with water. Put a 
clean 
steel knitting needle into

milk and if the milk runs ott 
slowly it is pure if it runs off 
quickly leaving the needle bright 
there is water in it as well.

notified Aristride Eriand, foreign 
minister of France, and Prank B. 
Kellogg, of the United 
States,

agreement, 


that they desired to adhere to it. 


Of the two copies of the treaty, 


one will remain here and the 
other was ready to go back to 
the United States in Kellogg's 
trunk. It will not even be neces- 
sary for the other nations to 
sign the treaty, it was explained. 
Only formal declaration of ad- 
herence, backed by parliament- 
ary ratification where constitu- 
tions require it, will be needed. 


One nation eager to be the 


fh-st to come in after the origin- 
al 15, was said to have instructed 
its minister in Paris to sign the 
treaty today if it could be ar- 
ranged. 


It was arranged to have Rus- 


sa and Aghanistan, which do not 
have friendly relations with the 
United States, invited by Prance 
and England. Virtually all other 
'nations have,received invitations 
from other sources. 


The plenipotentiaries, 
with 


the exception of Gustav Strese- 
mann of Germany, whose health 
is poor, visited President Dou- 
mergue at the summer palace at 
Rambouillet today and remained 
for lunch.

With Schooling 
\ More Flexible 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 28—(U.PJ— 


Adjusting the school to the var- 
ious types of children—rather 
than adjusting'the children to 
the school—is part of the sys- 
tem of education as developed 
by the State Department of 
Education. 


Not very long ago, said Char- 


les L. Mosher,'attendance direc- 
tor of the department, a child 
was subject to an inflexible 
course of study from the 
first 


grade to high school gradua- 
tion; and in that period educa- 
tion literally was shoved into his 
head) no allowance being made 
for mental ability or emotional 


, adequacy. 


"But this system," explained 


Mosher, "after years of study 
has changed and will continue 
to change. Adjusting every year 
of school to the child means 
greater power. There are as 
many different personalities 'as 
there are children and as many 
stages of native "capability. To- 
day we do not ask a boy to ab- 
sorb more than. Be has power 
to, and thus we avoid the con- 
flict and the rebellion bred in 
the old system. 


"There is more human rela- 


tionship between pupil 
and 


teacher, too, which has created 
a greater freedom and a better- 
understanding. I attribute much 
of this to the development of 
physical 
education and 
the 


closer role the teacher has had 
on the playground." 


The wider scope of the educa- 


tional objective has solved for 
•the most part the truancy pro- 
blem, Mosher said. 


"We ar*e still troubled to some 


extent," he said, "by such fac- 
tors as foreign-born parents and 
economic hardships'making for 
illegal absences, but the truant 
of the old type who stayed out 
of school as an expression of re- 
bellion against the order of 
things has disappeared."

securing pure and impure food 
she womld have little tune to do 
anything but to make food tests. 
Fortunately we may be fairly 
sure that foods bought at relia- 
ble stores, or at any stores in un- 
broken packages bearing 
the 


names of well known concerns, 
are pure 
and 
unadulterated. 


Still there are certain food tests 
that are interesting to 
know 


about. 
The difference in taste be- 


tween oleomargarine and butter 
is not a sufficient test for some 
persons. But butter and margar- 
ine behave and smell quite dif- 
ferently when a little of either 
is placed in a large spoon and 
held over a flame. Butter bubbles 
and burns while margarine boils 
more gently. 
The knitting needle test is 


said to be reliable in 
telling 


whether milk has been adulter- 
ated with water. Put a clean 
steel knitting needle into 
the 


milk and if the milk runs off 
slowly it is pure if it runs off 
quickly leaving the needle bright 
there is water in it as well.
